U.S. “Freezes” 
Labor In Vital 
War Industries 


WASHINGTON, May 28—(AP) 
—A “freezing” of essential work- 
ers in critical war industries to 
their present jobs was decided 
upon yesterday by the United 
States war manpower commission 
to stop “labor pirating,” describ- 


ote 


ed as a severe interference with | 
war production, 

In this far-reaching move, the 
United States employment service 
was made the “Sole hiring agency 
for critica) skills in critical areas.” 

There was No immediate estimate 
of the number of workers who 
would be affected, but it was ex- 
pected to run into hundreds of 
thousands if not millions, 

A commission spokesman said the 
action meant that henceforth essen- 
tial workers would be “unable to 
change from one war plant to an- 
other without approval of the 
United States employment service.” 

The policy will become effec- 
tive, he told newsmen, as soon as 
the proper directives can be draft- 
ed, “which means immediately.” 

He declined to discuss the pos- 
sible effects the policy might have 
on the stabilization of wages in war 
plants.

AIMED AT TOBRUK 


The main German-Italian thrust’ 


apparently was aiming directly to- 
ward Tobruk, which the British 
forces have held against all vicissi- 
tudes since their first offensive into 
Libya in the winter of 1940-41 

(“No real offensive can be 
mounted in the desert unless the 
attacking force holds both Ben- 
gasi and Tobruk,” said an in- 
formed source in London.) 

The battles, which began with 
the sudden Axis advance late Tues- 
day night, were being fought out 
over a wide area as the tanks of 
both sides ranged the desert wastes 
like warships at sea. 


INTERCEPT AXIS RAIDS 

Overhead, the R.A.F. intercepted 
Axis air raids on British ground 
forces and continuously attacked 
enemy transport. 

(London quarters, noting no men- 
tion of infantry, predicted that 
Rommel soon would be forced to 
use his armored forces, if he has 
not already done so, These include 
one Italian and three German divi- 
sions. He also has four Italian 
motorized infantry divisions.) 

As the Axis offensive began, 
oddly, with the approach of the 
desert hot season, the reaction of 
British soldiers manning the tanks 
and gun emplacements was “let ‘em 
come.”

Premier Warns 
Buy Coal Now:

Warning that’ unless Alberta 
householders purchased their next 
winter's coal supply during June 
they might find themselves with- 
out fuel in the winter months, 
Premier William Aberhart stated 
Thursday that wartime demands 
for Alberta coal would increase 
difficulties in domestic deliveries 
unless orders were placed before 
the end of June, 

The premier states he has received 
a communication’ from” dr -ivMeG@: 
Stewart, K.C., coal administrator 
from the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board asking him to impress upon 
the people of Alberta the urgent ne- 
cessity of ordering their fuel early. 

Dealing with the question of how 
householders are going to be able to 
pay for coal delivered now, the pre- 
mier declared this question is now 
being considered by Ottawa, and 
that it is hoped suitable credit facili- 
ties will be provided for consumers 
to enable them to buy their next 
winter's coal supply now. 
PREMIER'S STATEMENT 

Premier Aberhart’'s statement fol- 
lows in full: 

“What would you do in cold 
winter weather if you could get no 
coal? Better think about this.,. 
NOW!” 

I am making an urgent appeal to 
every householder in Alberta—on 
our farms, in our cities, and in our 
towns—to help Canada’s war effort 
and to help themselves by’ buying 
as much as possible of their coal 
supply for next winter during the 
month of June, 


GRAVITY OF SITUATION 

I have just had an urgent letter 
from J. McG. Stewart, K.C., Coal 
Administrator for The Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board, asking me 
to do all I can to impress upon the 
people of Alberta the gravity of the 
Coal situation in Canada. 

In spite of thé fact that we, in 
Alberta, are living on top of the 
richest coal reserves in the world, 
there is a very real danger that we 
may be faced with an acute coal 
shortage this coming winter unless

WINNIPEG, May 28.—(CP)—Alex Walker of Calgary, 
president of the Canadian Legion, British Empire Service 
League, told Canadians last night that “collectively” they 
have “no right to talk about making sacrifices until Canada 
shows that it is prepared to offer the blood of its men to de- 


feat the enemy.” 

“It is not sacrifice to build 
ships, or tanks, or guns, ér planes 
at good wages and reasonable 
profits,” he said in addressing 
the ninth biennial Legion conven- 
tion banquet.” 

He said it is no sacrifice to pay 
high taxes when Canadians still 
have their homes to live and sleep 
in and there's plenty to eat for 


everybody, nor is it sacrifice to get 


along with less gasoline or wear 
Pants with no cuffs. "Sacrifice can 
only be applied to one thing—life 
itsalt

Warning that “until we have com- 
pulsory universal service, it is rank 
hypocrisy for us in this country to 
talk about making sacrifices,” Mr. 
Walker said: 

“Hasn't the great majority of 
Canadian people told our govern- 
ment that it can go full speed ahead 
and conscript all of us for service 
anywhere? What are they waiting 
for? 

“Let me give them this warning in 
Sincerity: The temper of the

day that Mexico was in a. 


state of war with the Axis 
powers and called upon Con- 
gress to approve a formal de- 
claration against Germany, 
Japan and Italy. 

Addressing a cheering congress 
that indicated it would give quick 
approval to the decisions already 
made by the president and cab- 
inet, Camacho said congress 
could approve or reject the decis- 
jon but he urged the fullest ap- 
proval, 

“The declaration of war implies 
that he who makes it does so of his 
own free will,” Camacho explained 
in reference to the cabinet’s decis- 
ion on a state of war on May 22. 


STATE OF WAR EXISTS 

“Mexico would depart from her 
tradition as a peaceful country if 
she went to war except due to the 
violence of aggression. The state in 
which the nation will find itself if 
you approve my initiative does not 
mean that Mexico will bring herself 
to any unjust persecution. The de- 
fence of the Fatherland is compat- 
ible with the tradition of Mexican 
generosity and leniency.” 

Camacho pointed out that, in 
effect, a state of war has existed 
since the® decision of the cabinet 
on May 22 to ask congress to 
make a formal declaration and 
that “this is 4 war with all of its 
consequences, which Mexicu had 
wanted to avoid.” 

Charging that Axis submarines 
were guilty of unprovoked aggres- 
sion because of attacks on Mexican 
ships, Camacho asked for emere 
gency powers to deal with’a ‘state 
of war” in order that “this nation 
may» defend itself: 
fied aggression, 

Wild cheers cf the deputies indi- 
cated that his request wouid be 
given quick approval. 

“The time has come for congress 
tu decide,” the president declared 
in asking that Mexico become the 
20th nation in the world and the 
11th in the western hemisphere to 
declare war against Germany, 
Japan and Italy.

‘of Chekiang, and thereby cut off 
one of Chiang Kai-Shek's vital 
supply routes. 

Chekiang province is strategically 
important as a potential spring- 
board for an Allied offensive against 
Japan. 

Chinese dispatches did not con- 
firm the Japanese claim. They as- 
serted that Chinese defenders firm- 
ly entrenched on the outskirts of 
Kinhwa were holding their ground 
at last reoprts, but said the city 
Was in grave danger. 

A Chinese communique last night 
said a battle was in progress around 
the city after two heavy assaults 


had been beaten off and more than 
1,500 Japanese had been killed by 
land mines alone. 

Japanese field headquarters said 
Japanese soldiers completed occupa- 
tion of the capital at 7 a.m. today. 

Far across China, in the south- 
west, Chinese dispatches reported 
that Chinese troops had flung Jap- 
anese invasion columns into head- 
long retreat and encircled the 
enemy at Lungling, Burma Road 
town west of the Salween river, 
after recapturing two towns south 
of Lungling. 

While Chinese and United States 
airmen bombed and machine-gun- 
ned the enemy overhead, Chinese 
ground troops inflicted “staggering 
losses" on the enemy in the Teng- 
chung area 40 miles northwest of 
Lungling, dispatches said.

tation coal? How would it affect 
you? This staggering situation has 
arisen through a combination of 
circumstances. Owing to the dis- 
criminatory freight rate structure, 
the capacity of Alberta mines to 
Produce has been undeveloped 
and thus the output has been de- 
finitely limited. In fact, most of 
our domestic coal mines are able 
to operate only for a limited time 
during each year, and therefore 
our miners have been forced to 
remain unemployed for several 
months until the winter orders 
come in. 


With the development of the nat- 
ional war effort, the demands fo 
coal has increased. Alberta mines 
have been able to obtain an expand: 
ing market in the east, and the fed- 
eral authorities have shown a great- 
er recognition of the importance of 
Alberta coal resources to the nat- 
ional war needs, 

However, other difficulties have 
been arising. Many of our splendid 
miners have joined the fighting 
forces or have @ntered war indus- 
tries where they have been needed 
Thus a shortage of manpower has 
arisen and it will become increas- 
ingly difficult to cope with the new | 
and growing demand for coal which 
is bound to arise during the wintex 
months, 


ACUTE CRISIS 


Last winter an acute crisis in the 
foal situation was averted only by | 
a combination of circumstances: the 
comparatively mild weather in tha 
west, and the early spring were 
mainly responsible for easing the 
situation, Otherwise many con- 
sumers would have been unable to | 
have secured sufficient coal last | 
winter. 

Next winter the various factors | 
creating these same difficulties will | 
be greatly aggravated and, unless | 
we anticipate them now, a real| 
crisis is likely to arise. It would be | 
a terrible tragedy if our people} 
found it impossible to obtain! 
enough coal, and thus were faced | 
with the rigors of a severe winter 
without fue? as they might well be 
if we do not arouse ourselves to the 
problem. 


I do not need to cnlarge upon 
the widespread suffering which 
would be caused if such a ca- 
lamity should happen, and the 
disastrous effects that this would 
have upon our war effort. We 
must not allow any such crisis to 
occur. A coal shortage might 
Prove even worse than a food 
shortage in this country, especial- 
ly if we have a severe winter, 
Fortunately We can minimize. if 

not completely avert, anything like 
that happening by effective and co- 


operative action Now, Let each 
householder look after his interests 
at once while there is yet time 

The Alberta government has been 
in consultation with the federal au- 
thorities, and the whole situaticn 
has been reviewed.

Canada’s “honor” rationing system 
lacks the mechanical precision of the card 
system. It does not impose restrictions 
equally upon the willing and the unwilling. 
But it costs the taxpayers nothing, whére- 
as millions would have to be spent in a 
year to maintain an army of enforcement 
officials if a compulsory plan were being 
operated. And it does in the broad way 
get results. The consumption of sugar 
went down heavily when consumers were 
told to limit themselves to three-quarters 
of a pound per week each. That it will 
drop again, and tea and coffee consump- 
tion also, under the new schedule is to be 
supposed. There may be exceptions, but 
most people are willing to do that much to 
help win the war and save the lives of sea- 
men, And who knows but the dietitians 
may be right; maybe we have been using 
more of all these things than was good for 
us. The path of honor may be also the 
way to better health and longer life. Whe- 
ther or no, it is the path of duty, and in 
wartime that should be enough. 


Away To A Fair Start 


The first crop report for the season is- 
sued by the Bureau of Statistics shows 
that in each of the prairie provinces there 
is a reduction in the acreage sown to 
wheat and a substantial increase in sow- 
ings of barley and flax. Moisture was suf- 
ficient in Manitoba but rain needed in Sas- 
katchewan as in central, northern and 
eastern Alberta, when the report was com- 
piled a few days ago. Southern Alberta 
had plenty of moisture and the subsoil 
conditions in the Peace River area are 
given as good. In Saskatchewan grass- 
hoppers’ were hatching and wire worms 
and cutworms were also reported in some 
districts. Frost had done some damage in 
that province as in Alberta, and some re- 
seeding might be necessary. Wheat seed- 
ing is given as practically completed, with 
70 to 80 per cent of coarse grains sown in 
all three provinces. 

The report seems to indicate that the 
crops have been sown under fairly favor- 
able conditions over the west generally, 
and that the outlook is normal for late 
May. 


Up To Vichy 


A United States warship has been tor- 
pedoed in the territorial waters of Martin- 
ique. What does Vichy propose to do 
about it? That is the practical and very 
pointed question immediately raised by the 
incident. 

M. Laval has been asserting very posi- 
tively that Martinique is under his control, 
and keeping the cables hot because Wash- 
ington carried on negotiations with the 
High Commissioner in disregard of the 
Laval authority. It is up to him now to 
show that this authority is something real 
and effective. The territorial rights of 
Martinique have been violated, its ruling 
power insulted, and an outrage committed 
upon the vessel of a country with which 
Vichy is at peace. 

Martinique cannot be both within and 
outside the scope of Vichy jurisdiction, 
Having claimed it is within, it is now in 
order for M. Laval to find out the nation- 
ality of the submarine which thus af- 
fronted his authority, to see that repara- 
tion is made to the United States, and to 
present due apologies for the affair. 

That these things will follow is not at 
all likely. Vichy's control over Martinique 
is purely theoretical. It has not the naval 
power at hand to enforce the observance 
of territorial rights. That it even con- 
trols Admiral Robert is not apparent. But 
if Vichy does not accept its responsibility 
and try to vindicate its claim to control 
insular affairs, its pretensions to rule 
the island will be without a shadow of 
validity, 


Our Fighting Forces 


Hon. J. L. Ralston gave out figures at 
Winnipeg as to the present numerical 
.Strength of Canada’s fighting forces avail- 
able for service either at home or abroad. 
We have oversea three infantry divisions, 
an army division and a tank brigade, 
with the necessary ancillary troops, while 
another armored division and another 
tank brigade are to be sent over this year. 
This corresponds with four infantry divi- 
sions sent oversea in the former Great 
War. 

All told the Active army, navy and air 
force now total 430,000 men, liable for ser- 
vice anywhere in the world, For the three 
services from 173,000 to 193,000 more men 
will be required during the present year, 
and in the four months ending with April, 
60,000 have enlisted. This, of course, 
aside altogether from the home defence 
army, made up of men called under the 
Mobilization Act and those in the volun- 
teer reserve units. 

To those who, for whatever reasons, 
seem to be actively engaged in provoking 
a “row” between Quebec and the other 
provinces, these figures may be meaning- 
less, or even embarrassing. To the great 
mass of the population, whether for, or 
against conscription, they can only be in 
the highest degree gratifying. They show 
that Canadians have responded to the call 
no less readily than they did a quarter of 
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Against Communism 


a century ago; though the response has 
been less obvious because the practice of 
raising local battalions is no longer fol- 
lowed, and because the recruits are now 
moving into three services instead of into 
one. 

Nor is it to be forgotten that during 
the first year of the present war the em- 
phasis was not placed upon recruiting but 
upon creating the tools without which te- 
cruits could be neither trained nor used if 
they were trained. This difficulty mas- 
tered, the forces are growing according to 
plan, and have reached proportions which 
will stand comparison with those of our 
Allies. ‘ 


The latest theory, coming in rumors 
from continental points, is that the Nazis 
are building 3,000-ton submarines and us- 
ing these in relays to keep up the sinking 
of merchant ships in the western Atlantic. 
This may be so, but the story looks like a 
Goebbels’ invention meant to divert atten- 
tion from the hunt for submarine bases 
in this hemisphere and supply ships out in 
mid-ocean. To build 3,000-ton submarines 
in flocks would take a lot of time, mater- 
ials and manpower, and these are things 
Germany cannot spend without limit.

All this fist-shaking between Vichy 
and Rome may be what it seems, but it 
may be only stage play put on for the 
deception of the Allies, That Mussolini 
wants French territory is certain, but that 
he intends to start another war to get it is 
open to a healthy doubt. That Hitler would 
tolerate a break between Benito and Laval 
at this juncture is anything but probable. 
Should a break occur it will be a sign that 
the Fuehrer’s authority has broken down

This isn’t a one-man war. Neither was the 
other, The Allies should not allow them- 
selves to be fooled a second time.

He might have added 
that the Technocrats are the most 
subversive of all,. with their 
plans to eliminate private profit, 
reduce labor hours, assure eco- 
nomie security and an enhanced 
standard of living under an en- 
gineering Technate, 

Anyone who was in Vancouver 
four years ago, as I was, and 
witnessed the hundreds of starv- 
ing, homeless young Canadians, 
driven by gas bombs and police 
clubs from their shelter in the 
post office building, can testify 
to the insidious nature of these 
promises of work with pay, espe- 
cially at a time when it was im- 
possible for the government to 
find money for highway con- 
struction to provide useful em- 
ployment. 

As Commissioner Wood sagely 
sums up, “It is not the Nazi, nor 
the Fascist, but the radical who 
constitutes our most troublesome 
problem.”

Superficial 


It is well known, of course, 
that Canada is experimenting 
with synthetic rubbers and syn- 
thetic gasoline. Probably an 
effort is being made to encourage 
a wider production of sugar 
beets, 

But the experiments that are 
being carried on and the efforts 
to direct the productive efforts 
of farmers merely scratch the 
surface of the problem. 

There definitely has not been 
any long-sighted attempt to em- 
ploy every available laboratory 
im Canada in the research prob- 
lems of wartime production. 
There has been no attempt to 
direct, in an intelligent and 
visionary manner, the productive 
capacities of everw acre in the 


country. 

As Dorothy Thompson re- 
marked on this page the other 
|day, North America has per- 
formed miracles of scientific dis- 
covery, On the other hand, 
North America has been amaz- 


ingly stupid in the matfer of 
applying those discoveries to the 
use of the masses. 

In other words, the chemists 
and the physicists and the biolo- 
gists do an excellent job. But 
standing between the scientists 
and the public is a wall of offi- 
indifference that prevents 
the fruits of the laboratory reach- 
ing the people. 

It is because there is so little 
social application of what science 
knows that this continent has 
not been organized, in a_ big, 
comprehensive productive way, 
for total war. 


Economic Unit 


I observed above that Canada 
alone, if properly organized for 
mass production, could supply 
the world with basie food pro- 
ducts—to the equal benefit of the 
world and the Canadian farmer. 

There is an even more strik- 
ing conclusion to be drawn from 
the situation than that. 

Canada and the United States 
together, combining almost every 
type of growing climate under 
the sun, could feed the world 
with absolutely everything it re- 
quires in a balanced diet. 

In short, this continent is a 
productive and therefore an eco- 
nomic unit. 

There might be some legiti- 
mate argument for discouraging 
that view in normal times be- 
cause of the political implications 


involved. I do not propose to 
discuss that problem, in this 
plate, one way or another, 


although I fee] that political con- 
siderations must always be 
highly secondary to the matter 
of feeding and clothing human 
beings. 

But political prejudices and 
fears should not be permitted to 
interfere with the productive 
necessities of wartime.

WINNIPEG, May 28.—(CP)— 
Compulsory service in the Cana- 
dian (Reserve) army for all men 
eligible and physically fit was 
asked today by the Canadian Le- 
gion of the British Empire Ser- 
vice League in convention here 


Maj.-Gen. L, R. LeFleche of Ot- 
tawa, associate deputy minister of 
the department of war services, in 
an interview following approval of 
the resolution quoted Defence Min- 
ister Ralston to the effect that all 
training favilities available for the 
Reserve army now are being used 
at the present time, 

Gen LaFleche said it “must be 
taken for granted that capacities 
made available are those believed 
to be required by competent au- 
thorities. 

“Col. Ralston told us that his de- 
partment had just increased, the 
training facilities from a capacity 
of 10,000 men a month to 15,000 
men a month,” he said.

on Heydrich’s Jife. 

Heydrich, “the hangman” who 
had executed more than 250 Czechs 

within two weeks after he was 
commissioned by Adolf Hitler last 
September to quell Czech unrest, 
fell before an assassin in the for- 
mer Czech capital yesterday. 

The German radiv insisted that 
his wound was slight, but Vichy re- 
ported that his condition was grave. 

The newspaper's Berlin  cor- 
respondent speculated that former 
Czech Premier Alois Elias, now im- 
prisoned in Germany for allegedly 
conspiring with the Allies, might be 
executed in reprisal.

“Incidentally, the annual inter- 
est requirements for debt have 
since Nov. 1, 1940, been reduced by 
$1,492,000. 

“This market transaction disposes 
of the last major provincial require- 
ment and follows a fiscal year dure 
ing which British Columbia cole 
lected an all-time record revenue 
estimated at $38,545,000, which, after 
providing $30,185,000 for current 
purposes, $2,178,000 for debt ree 
demption, and $3,000,000 for unemes 
ployment relief will leave a revenue 
surplus of $3,182,000.” 


| LOWEST RATE 

The new $16,000,000 issue will be 
20-year bonds, payable in Canadian 
funds “at interest rates rising proe 
gressively from two per cent to 31% 
per cent per annum, at an average 
cost basis to the province of 3.75 
per cent and to the purchasers of 
3.60 per cent.” 

“These terms reflect the lowest 
interest rate ever secured by the 
province in the domestic and New 


York markets, and are a positive 
expression of confidence in the 
province and its government,” Mr.

Cause Problem 


A. J. H. Powell, principal of 
McCauley school and a member 
of the salary investigation com- 
mittee of the Canadian Teachers’ 
Federation, addressed Edmonton 
Rotarians at their regular week- 
ly luncheon meeting at the Mac- 
donald hotel Thursday noon. 

Mr, Powell, speaking on “Educa- 
tion and Democracy”, pointed out 
the grave situation confronting the 
teachers of the nation due to poor 
salaries, 

He stated that a teacher cannot | 
possibly pass on to the pupils the; 
proper ideals of democracy when 
that teacher is not sufficiently re- 
munerated to enable him to enjoy 
the “fruits of democracy”. 

Mr, Powell produced statistics to 
give a picture of the teacher sal- 
ary situation across Canada, and 
pointed out that a vast majority of 
rural teachers throughout the dom- 
inion are receiving less pay than 
are the common unskilled laborers. 

The salaries must be improved 
if democratic ideals are to be in- 
stilled in the coming generation, Mr.

Stocks in storage are depleted, 
less butter is being made and 
consumption has shown a decid- 
ed increase, In many eastern 
cities it has been necessary to re- 
sort to a system of unofficial ra- 
tioning. Where housewives ask 
for three pounds of butter they 
are supplied with three. Late 
shoppers frequently find the but- 
ter supply depleted.

R. M, JOHNSTON, farmer, Winter- 
burn: Return to the farmer for 
milk shipped for butter making 
is not nearly as attractive as the
